Now having a pretty, 
flore of dairy ware, he refolves to make a 
place to keep it in ^ the kitchen where he 
was obliged to lay his fait filh not being a 
proper place for cream and milk : For which 
end he- makes a dairy houfe at the other fide 
of his dwelling with branches of trees, after 
the manner of a clofe arbour, and thatches 
it over with* grafs r which anfwering the 
kitchen in form and fituation, made uniform 
wings, that added as. much to the beauty ar 
conveniency of the habitation. 

Having comgleated his dairy,, he proceeds
